Conditions Are Reviewed in the 
Semi-Monthly tt Dept. 
of Agriculture 


Crop conditions throughout Atberta 
are comprehensively reviewed by the 
department of agriculture in a crop 
report issued Tuesday. The report in- 
dicates that conditions in the south 
country, which were precarious at the 
first of the month, have shown no 
improvement. The report continues: 

In the south the situation, briefly, 
is this: There was sufficient moisture 
from snow or spring rains to germin- 
ate the grain and the crops came up 
satisfactorily, There was not sufficient 
moisture below to constitute a reser- 
voir for the steady supply of moisture 
to crops for subsequent growth and 
there has not been sufficiént rain since, 


No Heavy Rains, 

There have been showers over many 
parts of the south since that, but in 
no cases have these showers been 
heavy enough to saturate down even 
to the little moisture that there was 


below and so induce any water move-! 


ment into the crops. The rains that 
have occurred over the whole of this 
area have been showers that have wet 
the surface soil but only to a depth 
of about an inch. They hate quickly 
evaporated without becoming effective 
to the furthering of crop growth, as 
it needs to go at least four or five 
inches down. The crops that hal 
reached some height and were stan. 
ing still at the end of the month have 
since gone back. High winds ha 
persisted throughout practically all of 
Southern Alberta and the grain tha‘ 
is headed out is bleached at the top o°

British newspapers are working 
up a campaign against the pro- 
posal to try the ex-Kaiser in Lon- 
don—or anywhere else. 

To bring him to London would, 
they argue, savor of the old Pagan 
custom of carrying a defeated 
enemy in triumph through the 
capital of his conquerors; and 
might also embitter and prolong 
German feeling toward Great 
Britain. 

It is in the character of the 
Britisher to extend clemency to- 
ward a fallen foe, regardless of 
whether it is deserved or not. He 
cannot gloat over a beaten oppon- 
ent. Misfortune seems to him to 
somehow make reparation for all 
offences. He can deal with a 
strong enemy according to his de- 
serts, but to execute justice upon 


his grain. 

For that reason there is a strong 
chance that this campaign to ex- 
euse Wilhelm from trial and leave 
him to end his days in peace will 


arouse sufficient feeling in Eng-| 
land to save the wretch from hav- | 


ing to answer for his crimes. 
AShould that occur, England—the 
champion of justice—will be made 
the instrument of a monstrous in- 
justice alike to those who gave 
plot, to humanity, and _ to 
future. 

Nor will the safety of Britain 
be bought by the price. German 
feeling against) Britain and the 
British cannot be embittered. It 
‘ong ago reached the limit of 
frenzied hatred. Neither is it 
ikely to be prolonged by any- 
hing Britain may do. It will pro- 
ong itself, quite regardless of 
3ritain’s attitude toward Germany 
or its late ruler. 

The revelations of the war dis- 
rels any notion that faith can be 


laced in the professed friendship | 


»f Germany for a generation. The 
Ferman people, to whose esteem 
ind friendship the British papers 
ire proposing to make appeal by 
sparing Wilhelm, are the same 
»eople who conspired with him to 
‘onquer and plunder the world; 
vho plotted for decades to bring 
ibout the attainment of the 
cheme; who fought with the 
ourage of fanatics and the aban- 
Jon of barbarians to make him 
naster of the nations. They were 
vartners with him in the breaking 
f the Belgian treaty, the sinking 
»f the Lusitania, the murder of 
Nurse Cavell and Captain Fryatt, 
nd all the other -horrors which 
lowed naturally and logically 


rom the ambition to which they | 
ad set themselves and the ruth- | 


ess kind of warfare by which he 
nd they planned to strike terror 
oto the hearts of mankind. 

To suppose that the friendship 
f such people could be won, or 
hat it could be depended upon 
“hen it was supposed to have been 
von, is surely the limit of child- 
sh credulity. Unless Britain is 
repared to defend itself against 
terman trickery, and pretended 
terman friendship, there is and 
an be no security for Britain 
rom that quarter. What we have 
‘e hold only so long as Germany 
annot take it from us. 

The notion that Britain can buy 
erman friendship by sparing the 
‘aiser is itself based upon the 
ssumption that Germany is still 
vedded to the ideals for which 
aiserism stood and that the pro- 
essed sudden conversion of that 
yuntry to the ideals of demoe- 
icy was only sham. If Germany 
as really undergone the revulsion 
f feeling and the change of ideals 
rofessed, it should be both agree.
